- While the holidays are a time for giv- 
ing, residents and business owners are 
being advised to beware of unscrupu- 
lous solicitors who try to take advan- 
tage of their generosity. 

Illinois Assistant Attorney General 
Dennis Orsey said the holiday-season is 
a popular time for ‘‘con artists” to 
prey‘upon the generous spirit of willing 
givers: 

Orsey said his office encourages peo- 
ple to be ‘informed givers.” 

“Obviously, we want to ensure that 
money donated (to. various causes) 
goes where it is supposed to go,” he 
said. 

He said that, when being solicited for 
funds — either door-to-door or by tele- 
phone —’ people should ask a lot of 
questions. 

“If it is a legitimate solicitation, they 
should have all the answers and have 
written information about their organi- 
zation,’ Orsey said. 

In addition, door-to-door solicitation 
requires a -permit in Granite City, 
Orsey said.

Tanning facilities’ permits 


Indoor tanning facilities in Ilinois are 
now required by state law to apply for an 
operating permit and follow new safety 
and sanitation regulations, Dr-. John R. 


Lumpkin, state health director, 
announced. 
Once a tanning facility has -been 


inspected and receives a state permit, the. 
operator must display a sign near each 
piece of tanning equipment warning of 
the dangers of ultraviolet radiation 

In addition, patrons must annually 
receive a written copy of the warning 
from the operator. 

‘Tanning booths expose users to. the 
same type of ultraviolet radiation as nat- 
ural sunlight and should not be consid- 
ered risk free,’ Lumpkin said. “Repeated 
or lengthy overexposure can cause skin 
cancer, eye and skin injury, sunburn and 
allergic reactions. With these new regula- 
tions, consumers will have the, safety 
information necessary to make an 
informed decision about using tanning 





Besides requiring permits, inspections 
and posting of warning signs, the state 
indoor tanning regulations mandate 

~ No customers younger than the age 
of 14 years. - 

- Persons aged 14 to 17 years have 
written permission from their parent or 
guardian. 





~ Patrons wéar protective eye wear 

Customers be limited to one tanning 
session évery 24 hours 

»~ Patrons list medications, cosmetics 
toiletries or other substances that may 
cause a photosensitive reaction. The 
record is to be confidentially maintained 
at the facility 

= Equipment must comply with federal 
performance standards 

Trained operators must be in the 
facility at all times. 

The regulations, issued by the Illinois 
Department of Public Health, are a result 
of the passage and signing in 1991 of 
House Bill 1853. 

Tanning facilities currently in operation 
have until March 8, 1993, to apply to the 
Department for a permit. The initial per- 
mit-costs $250; annual renewal is $150. 

Once a tanning facility owner has 
applied. for a permit, state or local health 
department staff will inspect the facility 
within 90 days and ensure equipment 
meets state and federal performance 
standards, and the facility conforms with 
sanitation standards. Facilities will be 
inspected annually. 

Penalties for violating tanning facility 
regulations vary from the facility being 
declared a public nuisance, which is.a 
Class A misdemeanor, to daily fines rang- 
ing from $50 to $500

County Board gets option of voting ‘present’ 


Madison County Board mem- 
bers now have three ways to 
vote and perhaps a little more 
autonomy from Board Chairman 
Nelson Hagnauer 

Under a resolution approved | 
earlier this month, members can 
now. vote ‘present’ to avoid the 
appearance of a conflict of inter- 
est! The potential conflict must 
be-explained to the board: before 
a member can vote “present.” 


“Present’’ votes were not 
allowed under the -old rules: but 
members could Abstain with the 
chairman's consent. 

Members who. abstained were 
not required to state their rea- 
sons. 
Member Harold Byers, who 


sponsored the resolution allowing 

“‘present’’ votes, noted that 

allowing abstaining could lead to 
me members refusing to vote 
es’ or “no” simply to avoid 
ntroversy 


Under the new rules, members 
can still abstain with the chair- 
man's consent, but Byers said 
voting “present’’ would give 
members more protection 
against any possible allegations 
they had a conflict of interest 

In addition, Byers ‘said the 
option of voting “present” with 
out having to seek Hagnauer’s 
consent would give members lat- 
itude in deciding how to vote. 

“This’ll give every member 
the freedom to decide what he 


wants to do,’ Byers said during 
a’ sometimes heated County 
Board debate on the issue 

The measure, an amendment 
to board rules approved Dec. 16,

Holloway said.

Suydam also said parental 
expectations need to be changed.

Josephine Beckwith, an Alton 
civil rights leader, and Rudolph 
Wilson, associate professor in 
the School of Education at South- 
ern Hlinois University at 
Edwardsville, have been named 
winners of humanitarian awards 
that will be presented Jan. 12 at 
the 11th annual celebration at 
SIGE_ honoring -the birthday of 
ies late Dr. Martin Luther King 

 . 
Humanitarian awards in two 
categories — or an individual 
from the community and for an 
employee of SIUE — are the 
result of changing the name of 
the University’s Community Ser- 
vice Award and expanding it to 
include both groups, according 
to Constance Rockingham, vice 
president for student affairs at 
SIUE and chair of the King Cele. 
bration Committee 

The awards were established 
by the university ‘to recognize 
outstanding individuals who 
demonstrate the humanitarian 
qualities and philosophy of non- 
violent social change such as 
those enunciated and demon 
Strated by Dr. Martin Luther 
King Jr.” 

Beckwith, long-time leader in 
the Alton community, has been 
involved in numerous organiza- 
tions and programs designed to 
foster racial harmony and sensi- 
tivity tothe rights and needs of 
all people, including: Alton 
Branch of the National Associa- 
tion for the Advancement of Col- 
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Humanitarian awards part of annual. 
SIUE celebration for King’s birthday 


ored People, Alton YWCA, 
League: of Women Voters, 
National Council of Negro’ Wom- 
en, Madison County Urban 
League, Citizens Advisory Com- 
mittee to Alton School District, 
Board of Directors of the River

Beckwith, who at the age ‘of 41 
began work toward a degree in 
business education at SIUE, was 
employed by the university from 
1963 to 1979, and she has voted 
more than a half-century to the 
cause of education.

Professor Wilson, a member of 
the faculty of the department of 
curriculum and instruction, has 
been associated with SIUE since 
1969 and is. well-known for his 
commitment to excellence in 
education and his leadership in 
promoting tolerance and under- 
standing among individuals. 

He developed the Peer Mentor- 
ing Program { for African-Ameri- 


can male residénts at. Tower™ 


Lake Apartments, has been a 


Student Leadership Development 
Program presenter on “‘Under- 
Standing Cultural Differences,” 
“and is @ consultant to numerous 
school boards and other groups — 
on racial understanding and har- 
mony ES 

Wilson's academic pursuits 
have included; association with 
Project CARING in - East St: 
Louis; director, Inner-City 
Teaching Project: coordinator

Bound students; consultant, East

Bodies of Ruma nuns_recovered in Liberia, 
return to U.S. expected within two weeks

The bodies of Sister Mary Joel 
Kolmer of Waterloo and ‘Sister 
Barbara Muttra, who were killed 
in Liberia, were recovered Dec 
21. 

“We all have been praying 
that the bodies of Barbara Ann 
and Joel would be returned to 

said Sister Mildred Gross, 
provincial superior of the Ador- 
ers of the Blood of Christ in 
Ruma. 

Members of the U.S. Embassy 
in Liberia and the Catholic mis- 
sion found and recovered the 


bodies, Gross said. She said that 
the same groups helped recover 
the bodies of three other Ruma 
nuns. 

The news comes only nine 
days after the Dec. 13 burial of 
Sister Shirley Kolmer of Water- 
loo and Sister Agnes Mueller and 
Sister Kathleen McGuire in 
Ruma. They were killed Oct. 23 
outside the gate of their convent 
in Monrovia by “members of 
Charles Taylor’s National Patri- 
otic Front of Liberia. Their bod- 
ies were found Nov. 29. 

Mary: Joel-Kolmer and Muttra 
were reportedly killed Oct. 20, 
also by Taylor’s group. The two 


nuns were taking a mission 
worker to visit a sick relative 

“T understand that the location 
of their remains: was consistent 
with the eyewitness account of 
their murder, which we received 
in early November,”’ Gross said 

The remains will be flown to 
Dover Air Force Base in 10 to 14 
days for positive identification, 
Gross said. They will then be 
returned to Ruma for burial 
near the three other slain nun: 

“IT can think of no better time 
for this to occur than at this 
Christmas season. We hope this 
will bring peace to those who 
loved them,”’ Gross said. 
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
